Washington, April 23—'President 


Roosevelt will veto the naval appro- 
priation Mil should the Senate, 
as 


did the House, fail to make any ap- 
propriation for the two battleships 
which are authorized in the measure. 
The prompt announcement of this 
fact to Senate leaders is regarded as 
responsible for the announcement by 
Mr. Hale, that he should propose an 
amendment appropriating $7,000,000 
loAvaYds the construction 
of 
those 


ships. 


The President stated Ms position 


t?n this point with usual emphasis 
and suddenness upon learning that 
the bill, as passed by the House, was 
simply a "paper" provision for naval 
increase. 
Authorization of the ships 


was made, but no monej carried 
to 


make the provision effective. 
Such 


legislation 
as this, file President 


made known to his numerous con- 
gressional callers, was a travesty as 
to legerdemain, intended to- make ri- 
diciitous big campaign for the greater 
:aavy. 


There is not the slightest indication 


that the,jjresident has ceased his fight 
for fo£r new battleships, according to 
the evidence of senators .wno talked 
with him yesterday. Senators who 
are with the President in his fight on 
this proposition 
admitted last night 


that a careful survey of their strength 
in the Senate gives but a vote of 2<~> 
in that body in favor of the Presi- 
dent's naval program for four ships. 


Significance is attached to this poH 


of the Senate in that it is said to shov- 
a loss to the President of some of hit 
heretofore staunchest supporters in 
that body. Senator Lodge is under- 
stood to have quit the fight for the 
full naval program advocated by the 
President and to have given his rea- 
sons personally to the President for 
so doing. 


Mr. Warren in the Senate yester- 


day criticized the naval bill so far cs 
it provides for an increase in the navv 
and the marine corps, 
saying that 


when the increase for the army wa<; 
proposed it was placed in a separate 
•bill and brought into the Senate early 
in the session, so that full discussion 
on it cojgid be had. 


Mr. Warren had read at the desk a 


statement by Secretary Taft disclaim - 
ing thaj; be was authority for 
the 


newspaper statement, that he had a 
plan foi a standing arm of 125,000. 
and 'a letter from General Bell, chief 
of staff, declaring that he never heard 
of such a thing and never thought of 
doubling the army.

industry were warmly defended 
by 


William Jennings Bryan yesteiday 
during the course of an address to the 
representatives of half a dozen labor 
organizations, who called at the Hoff- 
man House to tell him in what es- 
teeem the building trades in this city 
regarded him. 


"I realize there is a talent that may 


be called an executive talent," said 
Mr. Bnyan after the unionists' ad- 
dress had l>een read ito-iim, "and that 
Jt",is. -useful in organizing industries, 
and that it is entitled to a reward So 
long as it does not get more than a 
just reward what is left over for the 
laboring man will be a larger amount 
than, if he had labored 
without the 


benefit of the organizers of industry 


"So long as the captains of indus- 
ry do not get more taan a just re- 
ward there is more left over for the 
aboring man than if industry were 
not organized. The trouble 'has been 
,hat capital has had more than a just 
hare of reward and labor has not had 
ts fair proportion." 


"I have never advocated anything 
or the benefit of labor because it 
would benefit labor alone, I regard 
anything that would benefit one class 
as something that would benefit all 
classes. What benefits labor means 
an advancement for the country at 
large." 


Mr. Bryan said this country was 


ruled, and properly, by the common 
people, who were fully 95 per cent of 
the totaL They had only the strength 
and justice of their cause, he pointed 
out, to make themselves felt as a 
power.

Reross to Allow Enrollment Commit- 


tee to Verify All Bills. Passed 


iu Final Week.

Columbus. O., April 23.—(Special.) 


—All is haste and hustle in the leg- 
islature now getting ready for tire 
day of dissolution. Under the final 
adjournment resolution adopted by 
both houses the actual work of the 
session will cease Friday 
of 
next, 


week, when a recess \\ill be taken to 
Saturday. May 9, the day of iinal ad- 
journment. 
That last day only rou- 


tine details will be followed, the ap- 
proval of the journals and signing of 
bills in house and senate on the final 
report of the enrollment committee. 
The rest of the time will be given 
over to the usual amenities of ad- 
journment day, such as making pres- 
ents, with a flow of florid oratory and 
an extravagant interchange of mutual 
admiration and self congratulation. 


The present method of printing 


bills as passed, instead 
of copying 


them on typewriters as heretofore, is 
the reason why so long a recess is 
taken between the last working day 
and final adjournment. 
The enroll- 


ment committee requires 
sufficient 


time to have the bills printed and to 
examine them carefully for errors. It 
has happened time and again in the 
rush of the last few days the clerical 
force would be so hard pushed that it

could not examine the enrolled copies 
of bills passed as carefully as should 
be done to detect and correct mere 
technical 
errors which

The insertion 


of a word at the wrong place, the 
omission of a word or a mark of punc- 
tuation necessary to make clear the 
sense has been the death of more 
than one act. 
Even in the ordinary 


run of work early this session the bill 
providing for county tuberculosis hos- 
pitals was found, after it passed, to 
be rendered nugatory by the insertion 
of the word "not" at the wrong place, 
and another hill had to be passed to 
correct that error. The recess of one 
week will give the enrollment com- 
mittee ample time to 
examine the 


printed proofs of the large number of 
bills that will be passed the last two 
or three days and there will be less 
danger of fatal errors creeping in at 
the finish. The house will meet next 
Monday at 1:30 p. m., instead of 5 p% 
m.. and morning sessions for the re- 
maining sessions will begin at 9:30. 
At 4 p. m. Friday of next week recess 
will be taken till 10 a. m., May 9. It 
was the original intention to make 
the final date May 11, but the change 
to May 9 was made for the conveni- 
ence of Governor Harris', who is go- 
ing to Washington May 11. 
« • * 


Another effort is being made by the 


conference committee on 
initiative 


and referendum to reach an agree- 
ment The three members of that 
committee representing and misrep- 
resenting the house as well as' the 
people, will not recede from the pro- 
vision put In the resolution by the 
Republican house for the purpose of 
killing it. that a proposition submitted 
to a direct vote must receive a ma- 
jority of the number of votes cast for 
governor, instead of 
a majority of 


votes cast. 


As an example of how the arbitrary 


rule for majority based on the vote 
for governor would work, suppose the 
Ohio State grange should endeavor to 
enact a statute hy direct vote to pro- 
tect the farmers against 
fertilizer 


swindles. It would be easy enough to 
get <he npcessarj number of signa- 
tures to the initiative petition to au- 
thorize the refor<-ndum vote.

In thr same 
wav, some measure of interest onl> 
to cities would fail 1o carry because 
thp farmer SCVITJC it to bf a measure 
in which he Is not concerned one wa> 
or anofbcT T.nuld keep hands off and 
even though e-vrry voter in every city 
of the state -sure to vote for it and 
not a vote were cast acainst it the 
measure stil! would fail because of 
not having that arbitrary majority of 


This little 
Illustration shows the unfairness and 
the obstructiveness of tae arbitrary 
majority. Instead of a majority of 
those voting on auy legislative propo- 
sition. 


There Is no real Joy In the Repub- 


lican camp over the "sensation" that 
•was expected to follow the resolution 
to probe the city of Cleveland. 
The 


resolution was received with such en- 
thusiastic welcome that the laugh all 
ran out of the other corner of the 
mouths of the "nonpartlsan" Republi- 
cans who fixed up the resolution. Ac- 
cording to authority of Republican pa- 
pers themselves the resolution was 
nrepared by Attorney General Bills. 
Francis W. Treadway of Cleveland, 
and Representative Little, one of the 
several Republican floor leaders in 
the house. 
These three men, of 


course, acted entirely on "bipartisan" 
motives for "nonpartisan" purposes. 
Attorney General Ellis is a henclraian 
of Boss George B. Cox, and helped 
draft the Cox code enacted In 1902, 
for which service 
Cox dictated his 


nomination for attorney general four 
years ago. Mr. Ellis is also one of 
the delegates to the Chicago conven- 
tion selected by Cox in 
Hamilton 


jounty. 
Mr. Treadway was a mem- 


ber of the legislature 
in 
1904 and 


helped to enact the Cox school code; 
he was candidate for vice mayor of 
Cleveland on the 
ticket with Con- 


gressman Burton last fall and expect- 
ed to become mayor by accession in 
case Mr. Burton should be re-elected 
to congress and resign the mayoralty 
—-which lovely hope was knocked in 
the head by the re-election of Mayor 
Johnson; Mr. Treadway is also can- 
didate for lieutenant governor on the 
ticket fixed up by Cox and his co-' 
ordinate bosses at the recent conven- 
tion. Mr. Little is one of the Republi- 
can members of the house who re- 
echoed the cry of "nobody's business" 
which came out of the state treasury 
when the probe was 
first 
inserted 


there. 
So much for the "nonparti- 


san" promoters of the pla/i to probe 
Mayor Johnson's 
administration of 


Jleveland in the hope of making it an 
offset for rottenness at 
Cincinnati. 


But the alacrity of the Democrats vot- 
ing for the resolution, and the invi- 
tation which immediately came from 
Cleveland to "come on and investi- 
gate" have taken all the tun out of 
the scheme to "have fun with Tom 
Johnson" for campaign purposes. 


Election of senators by direct vote 


of the people has been favored by the 
Democrats in state and national plat- 
forms for years. Although many Re- 
publicans say they favor the election 
of senators by the people their party 
in Ohio has never joined the Republi- 
cans of other states in favoring the 
change with sufficient zeal to so de- 
clare in their platforms. Tne platform 
of that wonderful convention held 
this year by half a dozen bosses and 
their 815 vassals, seleoted by about 
75,000 out of 600,000 voters of Ohio, 
which assumed to be the state Repub- 
lican convention because it endorsed 
Taft for president and loaded down 
the Taft bandwagon with "heirs ap- 
parent," third termers and pliant par- 
tisans as candidates for state offices, 
is utterly silent on the 
subject of 


electing senators. The 
convention 


even broke away'from the established 
rule of the Republicans of Ohio since 
the 1895 convention at Zanesville, by 
endorsing no candidate for the next 
senatorial contest. 
In Republican 


legislatures heretofore it has been 
impossible,to get through a resolution 
in favor of calling a'national constitu- 
tional 'convention for the purpose of 
adopting an amendment to refer the 
election of senators to a vote of the 
people. Resolutions have been adopt- 
ed merely 
declaring 
that senators 


should be elected in that way. but 
such resolutions were merely declara- 
tory of the principle that had no po- 
tency toward bringing about a consti- 
tutional convention by call 
of 
the 


states. Senatorial influence has ever 
been strong enough at home to pre- 
vent the necessary number of states 
taking such action in the same year, 
this year only a few state legisla- 
tures have adopted such resolutions 
because most of the states have no 
legislative session this year.
